Bach month bath cwo pages, and cach page bach ſeve- 
rall columns contained therein. 

Each of the firſt pages contains eight Columns. 

The fir column ſhews the days ot the month. 

T be {econd !hews the days of the week. 

The third. column contains, 1 the Lords days, and all 
other dayes of any note on which Fairs or Feaſts are kept. 
z the beginning and end of Terms, 3.the beginning of che 
Kzngs reigns lince the conqueſt. And there being yer ſome 
ſpare room, which I was loth co fill with thoſe ordinary 
names of Saints, I have in ſtead therof ſet down the time 
of the riling and ſetting of the Sun at London. Alſo the 
length of che day and night nuay eaſily be known thereby. 
For if you double the time of Sunſer, it ſhews the lengrh 
of the day 3- and if you double the time of Sua riſe, ir 
ſtiews the length of the night. Thus January > the Sun 
ſets at 4 of the clock, which doubled is 8 hours, which is tbe 
length of the day : and riſeth at 8 of the clock,which dou- 
bled makes 16 hours,for the length of cbe nigbr, 

The fourth column ſhews the place of the Sun every 
day at noon,vix. he figne, degree and minute of che Suns 
longitude. Fac as the (un hath a daily motion round a- 
bour the earth; ſo once every yeer ir moves round the 
heavens, running cthorow the rwelve fignes of the Zodiack. 
Theſe 12 figncsare each of them divided into 3 0 cquall 
parts, commonly called degrees, which comes to 360 degr. 
ſo thar the (un moving about one of theſe degrees every 
&ay, moves thorow them all in 365 dayes and 6 hours, 
which is the ordinary time of a yecr. 

The fifth column ſhews the Declination of the ſun 
, from the EquinoRialzto the Nerth or South Poles. This 
ts cauſed by the byas poſiture of the Zodiack circle, and 
is rhe cauſe that the Sun in Winter is ſo low, and in $Sum- 

ner 
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mer is ſo high, almoſt over our heads. Theſe two Co, 
lumns are of great uſe in Aſtronomie and Navigation. 
The fixth column ſhewerh the place of the Moor : 
which may be of ſome uſe in Phyfick and Husbandry , 
and is the foundation of the following columns. 
The ſeventh column theweth the time of the moons 
coming to the ſouth : by which you may thus know the 


time of the night ſomewhat more readily then in my laft, 


(thanks to my friend unknown.) Look in the Almanack 
and there you ſhall inde what time the moon comes to the 
ſouth for any day 3 Then go to any Sun-dial, 4nd ſee ac 
what hour the ſhadow is 3 add thoſe rwo rogetber, and if 
they exceed 1 2,take only the overplus,and ſo you ſhal have 
the time of che night,within a ſmall matrer. Buc if you will 
be more exaR,becaule the time of the moons coming to the 
ſouth is caſt up according to ber place at noon, X the moon 
bath a motion of 48 minures every daytherefore for every 
hour you finde(as aforeſaid )that it is paſt noon, you muſt 
add two minutes, ſo you [hall have the true time of the 
night as exactly as need be.
